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Many low-income families with children can get tax credits 


Millions of low-income working 
families with children are now 
eligible for up to $910 through the 
federal government's Earned In- 
come. Credit program. Unfor- 
tunately, many of these families 


may not know about the credit and 
may fail to apply. To apply, all that 
a family has to do is to file a federal 
income tax return. 

Many working families do not 
file a tax return if they do not owe 
additional taxes and normally 
would not be eligible for a tax 
refund. They do not realize that 
the federal government may ac- 


tually owe them money. 

Because this provision has been 
in place since 1986, working 
families who have not filed during 
that time may wish to file now to 
learn if they have money coming 
for past years. 

Richard Tillen, director of the 
Charlevoix County Department of 
Social Services is attempting to 
alert all potential recipients in this 
area. The department is sending 
notices to all current recipients to 
inform them of the credit. 

However, that effort will not 
reach everyone who may be 


eligible. As Tillen says, “There are 


many families who do not receive . 


public assistance who may be 
eligible for the EIC. Many families 
have had their cases closed in the 
past three years after they found a 
job, and they may not be aware of 
the Earned Income Credit.” 
Informing low-income families 
about the credit - and the need to 
file a federal tax return to receive 
it - is more important now than 
ever Tice for several reasons. 
First, the federal Tax Reform 
Act of 1986 eliminated the need to 
pay income tax for millions of low- 


income working families. As a 
result, many families will owe no 
federal taxes this year. A substan- 
tial number of these families may 
think there is no need to file a tax 
return. However, if they fail to file 
a return, they lose the Earned In- 
come Credit to which they are en- 
titled. 

The second reason is that the 
credit has been greatly enlarged. 
Most working families earning 
between $5,000 and $11,000 in 1989 
now qualify for a credit of at least 
$700. Families that work and have 
children living with them are

A two pickup truck accident 
claimed the life of a Walloon Lake 
man early last Wednesday, when 
the two trucks collided head-on in 
an accident on M-75 between 
Boyne City and Walloon Lake.

~ Again taxpayers get 


crunched by state 


A letter from State Budget Director Shelby Solomon to a 
member.of the Senate Appropriations Committee and to the 
House Appropriations Committee has created another road- 
block in the path between the Blanchard administration and 
the Legislature. It has also created a larger problem with those 
on Medicaid. 

The letter told how the state was going to reduce the budget 
of the Social Services by about $45 million under a state law 
never used before. 

It seems that the state only has to give a 15 day notice to the 
legislature before doing something. 

That something is cutting the quick out of prescription drug 
reimbursements to pharmacists across the state. They have 
made new rules, some were effective the first of the month 
while others the first of the year, that are causing some phar- 
macists to think about stopping the dispensing of drugs to 
Medicaid users. 

In this area, that includes almost everybody, the senior 
citizens and those who are low income families. 

What the state intends is to create large companies to 
dispense prescriptions by mail, by preferred provider plans, 
and by reducing the amount given to the pharmacists for 
providing the drugs. 

The pharmacists have already been hit with reducing reim- 
bursement costs from companies like Blue Cross and others. 
They are already biting the bullet on trying to reduce medical 
costs for everyone. 

But the state has said that is not enough and has comman- 
ded that even more be done. 

Small pharmacists are saying that it isn’t cost effective to 
have them fill a prescription at a cost that is below their 
overhead, and this is what the state wants. So the pharmacists 
may just stop dispensing drugs to those who are on some 
Medicaid plan. They are saying it isn't worth the paperwork 
and the effort to fill the prescription. 

That can affect many of us, and it shouldn't be that way. 

We think that when the state creates a program, they 
should also fund it. And that includes the cost of keeping up 
with inflation. 

It seems that this is just another way the Blanchard ad- 
ministration is going about moving money from one part of the 
budget to another. They seem to think that the school children 
don't need an education, the senior citizens don’t need life- 
saving drugs, and those on social service roles don’t need 
anything. 

We think it is almost time to try something different. We 
think those who want to make all of the cuts should look only 
to themselves and their own departments. Let’s reduce the 
cost of government by reducing the government, not the 


programs. 


And if they don’t want to comply, then we should vote the 


rascals out of office next fall.

Some incumbents, defeated in 
their bid for re-election, sit around 
brooding about it, Not so Edward 
I. Koch. In his final months as New 
York’s three-term Mayor, he's 
taken up for exercise tramping 
around in the field of foreign 
diplomacy in the People’s Republic 
of China section. He’s enjoying 
himself too, really warming up to 
it, 

China’s New York Consul 
General, Ambassador Weng 
Fupei, is warming up also, but his 
is not a rosy glow nor are the faces 
of some Washington officials 
glowing with delight at the 
Mayor's choice of exercise. What 
concerns them is the Mayor's 
renaming the corner of 42nd 
Street and 12th Avenue, the one in 
front of the Chinese Consulate, 
“Tiananmen Square Corner”, and 
proclaiming it in honor of those 
killed when Chinese Government 
troops quashed a student demon- 
stration in Beijing, Chin’s Tianan- 
men Square. 

When Mr. Koch just proposed 
the renaming, Mr. Weng wrote to 
the Mayor saying such a 
designation amounted to “inter- 
ference in China’s internal affairs.” 
Mr. Koch replied several days 
later, September 25, by signing the 
bill making the new name official, 
and accompanied the signing with 
referring to the events in Beijing’s 
Tiananmen Square as a “blood- 
bath” and a “massacre”. 

This prompted Mr. Weng to 
write to the Mayor again, 
dismissing such references as 
based on “sheer rumor” and war- 
nign that “any condemnations or 
sanctions..regarding this are un-

wise...and will rebound to those 
imposing them and you will be no 
exception.” 

Not a bit intimidated, the Mayor 
wrote to the Ambassador urging 
him “to defect and seek asylum 
here.. and then tell the truth” 
about what his Government did at 
Tiananmen Square. 

‘The suggestion of defection 
prompted another communique 
from Mr. Weng, clearly breathing 
heavily. “You have gone so far as 
to brazenly urge me to defect... a 
gross insult to the dignity of 
Chinese diplomats and an 
unreasonable provocation against 
the Chinese people.” 

Then, catching his breath, Weng 
concluded: “Thus I express my in- 
dignation and lodge my protest 
against such an imprudent act on 
your part.” 

The Mayor expressed regret 
that Mr. Weng had taken the mat- 
ter personally but said he was 
“speaking on behalf of most 
Americans... when I say that your 
Governemnt has done is... unac- 
ceptable and must be changed... 
and the only way we can influence 
the actions of your Government is 
through public denunciation.” 

Mr. Koch called the Am- 
bassador’s letter “one step short of 
a declaration of war” but smiled as 
he said this. 

The State Department in 
Washington isn’t smiling however. 
Mr. Koch’s heavy-footedness 
brought this from a spokesman: 
“Mr. Koch does not speak for the 
United States Government...” and 
went on to emphasize in particular 
that it’s not the policy of the US. 
to encourage defection of foreign 
diplomats stationed here. 

It should comfort Mr. Weng and 
the State Department knowing 
that January, the time when Mr. 
Koch surrenders his title and with 
it the authority that makes his 
words command respect, will soon: 
be here. Meantime, the Mayor 
may decide, or be persuaded, that 
in his last few weeks in office, he'll 
relax, enjoy, and if he feels like 
exercising, do it in the local gym. 

Those who appreciate his head- 
on, fog-free form of diplomacy hope 
he won't though.

Mrs. Pat Tinney, K-8 Art Direc- 
tor for East Jordan, issued the 
following challenge to her eighth 
grade art classes: Create a con- 
tainer which will protect a raw egg 
if dropped from a two-story 
building.

‘Blips’ and ‘dips’ 
shut down digital 
clocks ...but help 


is on the way 


You arrive home from work or 
an evening out to find your digital 
clock and the timer on your VCR 
blinking and think, “Another 
power outage! Why can’t they 
keep the power on?” 

It may not have been an outage 
that affected your appliances, says 
James Gray, Senior Engineer for 
Consumers Power Company. It 
could have been caused by a 
problem which Consumers Power 
engineers call a “momentary” and 
which others in the utility industry 
call “blips and dips.” 

“We've always had these 
momentary stoppages which 
generally last for only a fraction of 
a second, but they weren't ap- 
parent to customers until the 
proliferation of digital clocks and 
computers,” says Gray. “Momen- 
taries occur whenever there is a 
temporary disturbance on the line. 
These could be caused by a light- 
ning storm, a branch falling on an 
overhead wire or a car hitting a 
pole causing wires to slap 
together,” he says. 

An electric system is inten- 
tionally designed to turn the 
power off and back on quickly 
when there is line trouble. 
Automatic switches turn the 
power off and on to prevent the 
temporary problem from causing a 
power outage. ~ 

Before this equipment was used, 
temporary problems would shut 
down the system, resulting in long 
outages. But now you get only a 
“blip or dip.” 

An estimated 80 to 90 percent of 
all electric line problems are tem- 
porary and last a fraction of a 
second to a few seconds. If a 
problem is more complex, such as 
a fallen tree bringing a wire to the 
ground, the system is designed to 
isolate the damaged section of the 
line from the rest of the system. 
That way, fewer customers are in- 
convenienced by loss of power. 

Gray points out that, even with 
the momentary interruptions, 
Consumers Power customers have 
power over 99 percent of the time. 
The company regularly monitors 
its electric system for areas where 
upgrading or improvements are 
needed. 

As for the blips and dips, there 
is some relief in sight. Some 
manufacturers of devices with 
digital clocks are building in small 
batteries that will “hold” the time. 
As more of these appliances reach 
the market, there will be fewer oc- 
casions when you arrive home to 
find the frustrating blinking clocks.

The main cause of 
heart . disease _ is 
atherosclerosis, a slow 
buildup of cholesterol 
and fatty tissues in the 
arteries. Arteries har- 
den and narrow as the 
buildup increases, 
restricting blood flow.

‘ heart muscle narrow to 


about two-thirds of 
their normal width, the 
person may be a can- 
didate for a heart at- 
tack. 

However, the good 
news is that, with 
exercise and other 
lifestyle changes, 
atherosclerosis can be 
prevented and possibly 
reversed. Medical ex- 
perts advise regular 
aerobic exercise, quit- 
ting smoking, lowering 
blood pressure, and 
eating a proper diet. 

“Exercise is a kind 
of all-purpose risk 
reducer,” said Stanford 
researcher Peter D. 


Wood, D.Se. “It im- 
proves cardiovascular 
efficiency. and thus 
lowers blood pressure. 
It can help you lose ex- 
tra pounds—indeed it 


can be the most impor- . 


tant element in weight 
control. And it can help 
you deal better with 
stress. There’s also an 
encouraging fact about 
exercise and the ten- 
dency to smoke: exer- 
cisers usually don't.” 
However, only 
aerobic activity, which 
involves continuous 
and rhythmic physical 
motion that elevates 
your heart rate to 70 
to 85 percent of its 
Maximum capacity, can 
condition your car- 
diovascular system. 
“Regular exercise 
improves the function 
of the heart muscle and 
its ability to perform 
oxygen interchange 
with the lungs and to 
stimulate optimal 
blood flow throughout 
the body,” explained 
Julian M. Whitaker, 
M.D. and June Roth, 
M.S. in their book 


Reversing Health 
Risks. 

Nonaerobic ac- 
tivities such as golf, 
weight training, tennis, 
softball .and bowling 
can-help your body in 
some ways, but they 
won't do much for your 
heart. 

“Cross-country ski- 
ing is regarded by ex- 
perts as the world’s 


best cardiovascular | 


exercise,” said Diane 
DeMarco, executive 
director of The 
National Exercise For 


Life Institute. 
“By using all of the 
body’s major 


muscles ~ deltoids, up- 
per and lower back 
muscles, triceps, pec- 
torals, abdominals, 
gluteals, quadricips, 
hamstrings and calf 
muscles,” one gets an 
excellent car- 
diovascular workout”, 
said Ed Pauls. 
People can achieve 
cardiovascular fitness, 
maintain weight and 
tone their entire body, 
in as little as 20 
minutes a day.

Largest buck? Here's the real facts 


BY REG SHARKEY 

Now that the gun deer season is 
about over some of you buck 
baggers probably think you've 
shot a big one, not gauged, 
however, by points, but by body 
weight. : 

T read and hear about a lot of 
165 pound, and up, field-dressed 
bucks based on eyeball appraisals. 

‘Td be willing to bet that most of 
those guesstimates are over 
weight. 

For the years I have been gun- 
ning whitetails—over a half cen- 
tury —I've bagged spikes, fork 
horns, and larger-racked bucks. 
Weighed after field dressing most 
of them went around the 120 
pound mark. And it didn’t take too 
long before my field estimates 
came pretty close to actual 
weights. 

These days any time that you 
get a buck that field dresses 160 
pounds or more, you've got a big 
buck, 

Some years ago I shot a 10- 
pointer in the Pleasant View- 
Lark's Lake area that I estimated 
at 180 pounds, field dressed. But 
the actual weight on a certified 
scale went 195 pounds. Around 
these parts that’s a big buck. 

We know that southern, down- 
state, corn fed, farmland bucks get 
heavier than those up here in the 
northern tier of counties. 

However, the real record bucks 
still come from the UP of Michigan 


and other northern states like © 


Wisconsin and Minnesota. 
There's a law that covers the 
reason why the weight record 


bucks come from states having the 
severest weather conditions. It is 
called Bergman's law, which states 
the farther such a species is from 
the equator the larger its body 
weight will be. Most mammals 
follow that law. The larger body 
has a relatively smaller surface 
area which conserves the heat. 
This means that deer living in the 
northern part of their range will be 


the largest of all subspecies, 


having the potential of growing 


the largest antlers. 
So regardless of those big 
downstate corn fed, semi- 


domesticated bucks, the real 


record holders come from 
Michigan’s UP, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. Maine could be added 
to the list. 

So, what are the weight records 
for those mentioned areas? 

Michigan’s largest whitetail 
buck was taken by Albert Tippett 
of Trout Creek in the UP. in 1919. 
It weighed 364 pounds field 
dressed, and was estimated to 
have weighed 425 pounds live. 
weight. 

But that big buck could not hold 
a candle to a monster that was 
shot on Nov. 22, 1926 by Carl J. 
Lenander, Jr., of Minneapolis, 


Minnesota. It weighed 402 pounds 
field dressed. The live weight 
would have been about 511 poun- 
ds. 

This deer was, and is, the 
largest whitetail buck.ever taken 
in the North American Continent 
by weight, 

So, deer slayers, be realistic 
about those bragging bucks. 

Take time to have your buck 
weighed on a certified scale like I 
have on a goodly number of times. 
Then you'll be able to come closer 
on guesstimating your future field- 
dressed bucks. 


Christmas tree stealing ups 
patrols of woods 


Director David Hales of the 
Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR) today announced that law 
enforcement efforts will be inten- 
sified to combat thefts of Christ- 
mas trees and evergreen boughs 
on state, federal and private lands 
in Michigan. 

The DNR, Michigan State 
Police, U.S. Forest Service and the 
Michigan Sheriffs’ Association will 
work together in this effort during 
the months of November and 
December. 

“Theft of our natural resources 
is inexcusable,” Hales said. “We 
are asking everyone to cooperate 
by reporting any suspicicus tree- 
cutting activity to conservation of- 
ficers, sheriffs or state troopers.” 

About one percent of Michigan’s 


trees are illegally taken every 
year. With this year’s holiday crop 
estimated at 6.5 million, a loss of 
65,000 trees will cost the state and 
its 1,500 commercial Christmas 
tree growers nearly $1 million. 

Conservation officers, state 
troopers, county sheriffs and state 
and federal forestry personnel will 
be stopping people transporting 
several! Christmas trees or 
evergreen boughs to check for 
required bills of sale. 

Patrols will be particularly 
heavy along secondary and back 
roads in northern Michigan, where 
most of the forest land and private 
Christmas tree plantations are 
located and where much of the 
illegal activity occurs.

federal and private lands is a 
criminal offense and prosecutable 
as a misdemeanor, or as a felony if 
the value stolen exceeds $100. 

Anyone caught cutting, 
removing or transporting three or 
more Christmas trees or 
evergreen boughs without a bill of 
sale or other proof of ownership 
from the grower may be 
prosecuted. 
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
